Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-10, 12, 18, and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 12, 18, and 22, the amendment and arguments presented in Remarks 
dated 10/09/03 are persuasive in overcoming the rejection of the claims as unpatentable over Hay 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,278,81 1). Particularly, Applicant is persuasive in distinguishing the 
claimed invention from the pressure sensor disclosed by Hay by amending the claim to include a 
mechanical assembly adapted to provide a selectable load to the load-receiving surface as 
proposed. The rejection is therefore withdrawn. The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a 
wavelength tunable optical filter as proposed having a mechanical assembly to provide a 
selectable load to the load receiving surface.
